M Stoner, a St. Louis attorney, has writ- 
ten for the Sunday Po Post- -Dispatch the 
following observations on Paris i; in war time and 
of her own work in the American hospital in 
which she, along with other American women in 
the French capital, is nursing the. wounded, both 
allies and Germdns. without discrimination as 
they are. brought back from the trenches. 

She also tells of the work of St. Louwisans who 
are serving in the cmbulance corps or are giving 
their time and talents and experience as doctors 
in treating the wounded. 


Medical Staff and Albert 7'. Terry. In a few days 
they will be joined by Malvern B. Clopton, who 
left St. Louis during the past week for a period 
of service there arranged for before his de- 
parture. Mrs. Douglas’ article, 
which covered a period of several days, as she 
could find time from her arduous duties to give 


to its completion, follows: 
O lance has fately had one of its most excit- 
ing experiences of the war. It was after 
a hard ‘day’s work, carrying the wounded from 
the Bois le Prete, that eight of the men were seat- 
ed around a table in a deserted house; which they 
were temporarily occupying.. This house. unfor- 
tunately, was situated at the head of the ‘street 
commanded by the German guns. It was about 
10 o’clock and they were eager for their dinner. 
Suddenly a terrific explosion rent the air and 
before any of them realized. just .what. had -hap- 
pened all eight of them were sprawling on the 
floor, covered with plaster, glass and debris of all 
sort. A shell had struck the house, but, luckily, 
had burst on the upper floor, so aside from a 


ad shaking up and some scratches, none was 
hurt. 


McConnell was the first to get up and quietly 
suggested it might be well to take refuge in the 
cellar, as other shells were bursting all around. 
A light was hastily lit and the men coolly groped 
their way about among the overturned chairs, 
broken dishes and plaster toward the cellar door, 
when cries were heard down the street. The men 
then realized that instead of looking after their 
own safety, their mission was to care for others, 
Without hesitation they ran out, to find . :veral 
people near them dead and dying. 


The French cook, who had been with them for 
many weeks and who was so devoted, had been 
standing in their doorway. smoking a pipe. He 
had been struck full in the stomach and was killed 
instantly. A French orderly of our section had 
had his arm blown off, and a little further away 
a wornan and a child were killed. 


While our men were attending to the wounded, 
taking them to the Ambulance and HBmergency 
Hospital, a shell fell full in the cellar of the 
house they had just been in, destroying it- com- 
pletely. Had they remained in ft no one would 
have escaped. Afterwards one of.the motor am- 
bulances was discovered to have had 25 holes 
shot through it.

sonal word with almost every man in the hospital 
and he assured them in the speech he made that 
the loss of a limb need not incapacitate a man 
for usefulness. Gen. Pau has himself lost his 


right arm, and so quickly did he become adjusted \ 


to the new condition that he signed an important 
document the night it was amputated, with his left 
hand. 

After shaking hands with the men and patting 
them on the back, the General inspected the Am- 
bulance and was most enthusiastic over this 
American work, where already more than 2200 
wounded have been cared for. The word “am- 
bulance”’.. has . confused many Americans. In 
French it signifies a military hospital, so, to avoid 
confusion, the term “American Ambulance Hos. 
pital” has deen adopted. 

The gifts to it from our own countrymen, both 
those residing in Paris and those at home have 
ranged all the way from Vanderbilt’s checks for 
$70,000 to the half-pound of cotton which came 
by post from an old colored woman in Virginia, 
saying that it was all she had to give. 


Up to date $412,000 has. been given in money 
through the New York committee and many small- 
er amounts, one of which was 6500 francs sent 
from the proceeds of a ball given at Palm Beach 
The field ambulance, fully equipped, was the gift 
of the three Fahnestock brothers, and the motors 
by Ford the manufacturer, are among the most 
valuable acquisitions, as they are especially atlapt- 
ed to the rough roads over which they have had 
to travel. Aside from these, the Philadelphia 
committee has sent a tremendous number of med- 
ical supplies, as well as surgical shirts, flannel 
by the piece and just recently six wheeled chairs, 
which were and are greatly needed. 


In recognition of these gifts the wards are 
named after the different cities, the largest being 
the New York, then Boston, Philadelphia, Provi- 
dence, Buffalo, Hartford, New Haven, etc. There 
is no St. Louis ward.

a problem, but Mrs. Vanderbilt took the matter 
in hand and, as quickly as they could be made, 
gave the blue muslin curtains which still keep 
this enormous building from being a target for 
the Zeppelins. 


Those January nights will long be remembered | 


by everyone connected with the hospital. Until 
the curtains were hung, almost no lights were 
. allowed,’ even in the wards—only an occasional 
candle—and one groped his way through the pas- 
sages. Standing! at the end of one of the long 
corridors one evening, I stopped to take in the 
picture; two lanterns with their shaded tops gave 
the only light and these were placed at long in- 
tervals. . 

The white figures of nurses were silently pass- 
ing back and forth and at the far end two order- 
lies in white were slowly coming towards me car- 
rying a stretcher between them! But, to go back 
to the subject of gifts, the motor ambulances are 
among the most useful. These all bear the name 
of. the donors on the side in plain letters: one is 
“Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Sherrill,” an 
other ‘“‘Miss Edith Scoville,” another “The A. D. 
Club of Harvard,” “The Paul Jones Club” and 
several others. This last week the name of “‘Mrs. 
John W. Mackey” has been added to the list.

prison camps. I heard bitter protest 
by one or two prisoners that their 
eyes were being affected by the ab- 
sence of green things, and that the 
lack of employment was driving 
some men mad. These, however, 
were the complaints of men of tem- 
perament who would chafe under 
any confinement. It is true that sev- 
eral prisoners have been transferred 
to an asylum, but they were acting 
queerly when apprehended as dan- 
gerous. As a whole the Fort Henry 
“guests” look well fed and comfort- 
able. 


I happened there the off-Sunday, 
for church. The Dominion Govern- 
ment pays the expenses of a Ger- 
man Lutheran clergyman from 
Ottawa to preach on alternate Sun- 
days to the Fort Henry prisoners. 
But on this Sunday pinochle was 
holding most of the congregation. 
Others were reading German books 
—they are allowed no German news- 
papers, and their supply of Canadian 
papers is not large. One blond young 
man of the German gymnasium type 
was reading Latin verse. Nearly all 
were smoking. The Canadian Gov- 
ernment allows them $1 a month 
spending money, which must meet 
requirements of smoking and ‘etter 
writing. 


In some of the quarters they were 
holding singing services with music 
from violins and guitars constructed 
by the prisoners. The bass drum in

One boyish looking 
prisoner muscled up a dumbell 
weighing 180 pounds to show me.he 
was in fighting trim. The dumbell 
was an iron rod and two old cannon 
balls. 


The stone barracks are built into 
the earthwork of the fortifications, so 
that it is like living in a sidehill 
cellar. The yard is some 30 feet 


‘below the top of the circular stone 


wall, atop of which sentries pace 
night and day. The sleeping quar- 
ters, each room about 15x25 feet, 
open on the stone gallery. At the 
back of each compartment is a mus 
ketry loophole, which affords meager 
cross ventilation, and from certain 
rooms a squint at the green. world. 

It was a wet morning and the 
dampness from the earthworks 
dripped between stones in the roof 
of the gallery, but inside the rooms 
were dry and comfortable. Clean 
blankets, comfortable cots, benches, 
chairs and rough tables afford ordi- 
nary conveniences of barrack life of 
a generation ago. There is nothing 
very modern or luxurious about Fort 
Henry. 


The complaint that the barracks 
are sunless and damp finds its afi- 
swer in the fact that before the war 
the sleeping quarters were used for 
powder magazines, which must be 
dry. Only two out of 270 prisoners 
were in the hospital ward, one of 
them suffering from rheumatism be 
fore he was interned. To meet the 
demand for a sight of the green 
world the men are taken under guard 
in squads of 12, each afternoon, to 
the top of the fort for a half hour's 
look at the green hills and the biue 
of Lake Ontario.

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PRACTICAL UNIVERSITY WORK. 

To be of direct, immediate value to Missouri, 
the State University has made itself a State 
agency, doing work which in other states, follow- 
ing the lead of Wisconsin, is being.done by their 
governments, 

The university at Columbia has established a 
municipal reference bureau, where Missouri 
towns and cities may obtain, free on applica- 
tion, nonpartisan information on all municipal 
and civic matters. The bureau will be conducted 
as part of what is known as the extension division 
of university work, and will be open for business 
this year. Mr. C. H. Williams, secretary of ex- 
tension work, expects it to be ready by the first 
of October. It will be in charge of Mr. R. 0. 
Journey, instructor in political science. 

The work will involve compiling the extensive 
supply of newspaper clippings, reports, laws, 
bulletins and books on all municipal subjects. 
It will embrace information up to date on light- 
ing systems, water supply, paving, parks, city 
government, police and fire protections, and all 
of the familiar problems that confront the Amer- 
ican town. The “Municipal Reference Bureau,” 
as it will be known, will supply literature, clip- 
pings; reports, speeches and specially prepared 
articles telling just what the experiences of cities 
in this country and abroad have been in respect 
of a'given matter. 

We congratulate the university authorities o1 
this undertaking, which should farilitate and 
accelerate progress in Missouri.

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FARM LOANS AT 120 PER CHNT. 
A number of national banks in Texas make 
loans at an average of more than 100 per cent. In 
Georgia there are 11 banks that have a maximum 
interest charge of 30 per cent. Five in Alabama 
have a maximum of 26 per cent. In Arkansas one 
bank admitted making a loan at 120 per cent, an- 
other at 60, and other at 50 and another at 26 
These are facts made known by W. P. G. Hard- 
ing of the. Federal Reserve Board. They show the 
abundant justification for the 6 per cent limit 
fixed on any loans made from the $15,000,000. de- 
posited by Secretary McAdoo in Southern banks 
or from the funds of the Federal reserve banks.

Why should any money be raised by State tax- 
ation for commgn schools? Whether obtained 
from local or state taxation, it all comes out of 
the same taxpayers. Why should not the amount 
available tn each school district be left to the 
authorities of that district? 

Literature circulated by some of the same of- 
ficials implicated in the raid sets forth the rea- 
sons as follows: 1.

New York Herald: The Herald’s special cables 
from London” have kept American readers in- 
formed regarding the progress of the war which 
has been waged in behalf of Germany upon the 
English Government by some of the London news- 
papers. 


In their made desire to wreak personal venge- 
ance on Lord Kitchener, whose crime consisted 
in pulling great British offensive armies prac- 
tically out.of the sky and shipping them to France 
coupled with a refusal te bend himself to the per- 
sonal wishes of newspaper proprietors, they have 
been yelling for conscription, only to ascertain 
that the British railway employes would strike 
and tie up every line in the United Kingdom if 
their “policy” were carried out.

That the public schoolhouse is to 
be the keystone of a new city poli- 
tics is the statement made in a com- 
munication sent yesterday by the 
public school soctal center committee

The cOmmunication states “ “that 
under these rules in seven months 
last year the number of meetings in 
80 different school buildings almost 
doubled, 1215 meetings were held in 
seven months as against 1100 in any 
previous 12 months. But the com- 
munication says, “St. Louis has only 
made a beginning ef the uses of the 
school buildings. They should be 
used increasingly, it says, for meet- 
ings of orgamfiizations, public enter- 
tainments, lectures, concerts, neigh- 
borhoed socials, dances and athletics. 

Dues May Be Oollected, 

The new rules permit organizations 
to defray expense of using the school 
building by taking up contributions 
or by collecting dues from members. 

The league also informs civic or- 
ganizations of the special equipment 
of schools throughout the city which 
enables them to be used at neigh- 
borhood centers, 

Of the 110 schools 10 are shown to 
have auditortums, the Humboldt, 
Franklin and Harney Heizhts, all the 
high schools and teachers’ college. 
Twenty-four have gymnasiums, all 
the high schools and Baden, Blow, 
Clark, Cote Brilliante, Walnut Park, 
Bryan Hill, Fanning, Farragut, 
Hempstead, Lafayette, Humboldt, 
Glasgow, Oak Hill, Shaw, Shepard, 
Sigel and Harney Heights. Twelve 
more aré equipped with playrooms, 
the Ashland, Byran Hill, Clay, De- 
‘aney, Emerson, . Field, Franklin, 
Eliot, Marshall, Wetster Wyman, 
Madison. All except 13 are equipped 
with gas or eleotric lights, and all 
except eight have playgrounds ad- 
joining.

This system, recently adopted, allows 
every man four days at home, the mar- 
ried ones coming in the first class. As 
they have not seen their wives or chil- 
dren since last August, no wonder they 
look happy, poor fellows and that their 
children cling to them as they walk 
along. They have brought many mem- 


Jj entoes with them and almost every sol- 


dier’s wife and daughter wears an alum- 
inum ring made in the trenches out of 
German shell fuse. One of them ex- 
plained to me how it is done; they take 
the middel or soft part of bread, make 
a mold out of it, pour in melted alumi- 
num and leave till it is cold, then tear 
away the bread and the ring is fin- 
ished. 

The soldier I was talking to happened 
to have been in Rheims and was lucky 
enough to get a few pieces of the cath- 
edral glass, these he inserted in his 
rings and they are quite pretty, aside 
from representing a bit of history. I 
have been asked if there would be any 
market for such rings in America. Some 
of the first of these released soldiers 
left last Sunday to go back, and I 
watched their train pull out from the 
gare Montparnasse. It extended not 
only the full length of the station, but 
over the long bridge which crosses the 
troad Boulevard Edgar Quinet. As the 
families were not permitted on the plat- 
form, they crowded the street below, 
thousands of_them, of every class. 


Standing near me was a father and 
mother, with evidently their young 
daughter-in-law. The scholarly stoop 
and dignified bearing of the father and 
the aristocratic features of the mother 
indicated their station in life even be- 
fore I saw the old-fashioned carriage 
with its coronet drive up and take them 
away. As long as they could see their 
son the "mother and wife waved smil- 
ingly to him and he gaily waved his cap 
in return. It was only when he could 
see them no longer that the mother 
looked old and broken and leaned heav- 
ily on her husband’s arm and tears came 
into the eyes of the young wife. 
Report of Victory Brings Bombard- 

ment, 

Next to them, with tears streaming 
down. her face, was a woman who has 
a fish stall in the market, bat she smiled 
through the tears and waved to her 
husband. Every man, but one, had put 
on a brave front; one only we saw with 
his arms on the window sill of the car 
and his head down. Wach soldier has 
his own story to tell. Most of them are 
of trials and danger, yet even in the 
trenches they seem to have found some 
amusement. They have invented games, 
and if the ‘“‘Boches’’ are near enough, 
nothing delights them more than to an- 
noy them. Hearing of a French vic- 
tory one day they decided the Germans 
be told. 


Prof. G. happened to be the only one 
in the trench that day who spoke Ger- 
man, so he was put to the front and 
through a megaphone proclaimed the 
news. There was no response, but after 
a little while the enemy’s artillery be- 
gan. Of their games, the peasant game 
of hanging pots in a row and blindfold- 
ing a man seems to be popular. He is 
given a stick and wins the pot he 
strikes. One pot may have potatoes, 
others tobacco, chocolate, a chicken, and 
in one there is always ashes. 


They manufacture guitars out of cigar 
boxes, and in one place dragged a piano 
from a deserted house into a trench with 
them. They are not lacking in music 
and used it once with a purpose. Some 
of the soldiers conceived the idea of 
their singing the swan song from Lohen- 
grin, to see what effect it would have 
on the ‘‘Boches.”’ 

Slowly one head after another 
raised itself—they couldn't resist— 
then when there was a full row of 
heads above the trenches the firing 
began! Another. temptation, but less 
disastrous, was to see if they would 
catch a rabbit prepared by the “Pol- 
lus.” Having seen them set traps for 
rabbits, the “poflus” decided to sup- 
ply the rabbit. Catching one, they 
skinned it and stuffing it with 
French newspapers, principally those 
reporting victories for the allies, put 
it in the trap—it was gone in the 
morning! 

Count Sleeps in Room With a Pig’s 
Carcass. 

Another day an escaped pig tempt- 
ed both sides to chase it. The con- 
test was hot for some time, but the 
soldier who reported this story told 
with pride that it ended in being a 
French pig. Speaking of pigs reminds 
me.of the experience of Count de B., 
who is interpreter for Gen. F. 

Now, thse Count de B. in ordinary 
life is one of the most fastidious 
of men, his personal belongings are 
as elaborate as any woman's, but 
since the war he has accepted, like 
covery other Frenchman, the change 
tn living, with its inconveniences and 
hardships, without a murmur. Being 
stationed in a small town, it fell to 
his lot to occupy a& room over a 
butcher’s shop. The room was quite 
clean and he. congratulated himself 
on securing such comfortable quar- 
ters; so, after settling his things, 
went out to dinner, returning about | 
10 o'clock. The only light was a can- 
dle, and in its dim flickering he dia 
not at first notice the corner of the 
room. When he did he had a shock 
almost equal to some he had already 
received but expected in war. This 
was unexpected, for hanging on two 
hooks in the far corner was a pig 
prepared for the butcher’s shop be- 
low.

Forty-Six Horses to Compete in 
Show and Prizes Total 
$3000. 


Judging from the advanced entries the 
St. Louls Agricultral Fair, to be held 
Oct. 4 to 8, will be one of the most im- 
portant faire held in the Central West 
this year. The St. Louls Fair will be 
held in portable buildings, modeled aft- 
er the plan of the Royal Agricultural 
Society of London, which is the most 
famous of all agricultural and livestock 
fairs. The officers and directors have 
leased Maxwelton Park, a tract of 185 
acres, equip with a concrete grand 
stand, a mile circular track, commodious 
Clubhouse and grounds, exhibit hall and 


| other improvements. 


The fair grounds are accessible both 
for passengers and freight, the Wabash 
and Terminal railroads having lines 
with facilities for handling freight near 
the grounds, while the St. Charles Rail- 
Way has a spur loop leading direct to 
the main entrafice. St. Charles Rock 
road leads direct to the grounds, thus 
affording motorists and horse-drawn ve- 
hicles an unsurpassed driveway. 

| 46 Entries in Horse Show. 

There are 46 entries in the horse show 
department, which is under the manage- 
ment of James K. Bright, superintend- 
ent. The Fair is offering $3000, to be 
shown in five sections—$500 for stallions, 
$500 for mares, $500 for geldings, $600 for 


» Junior stallions, geldings or mares, 4 


years olf or under, and $1000 for cham- 
pionship. In addition to this, there are 
Classes for artillery and cavalry horses 
of $100 each, $500 saddle horse colt stake 
under 1 year, $500 for fine harness horse 
and $600 rdhdster stake. 

The harness races, which will be under 
the management of Bert Hoffman, speed 
superintendent, consists of 189 entries 
in the 10 races; the largest number of 
entries in a single race being 23, the 
Smallest 14, thus giving an average of 
118 starters per race.

4, 2:09 pace, with 17 entries from Texas, 
IMinois, Iowa, Nebraska and Missouri.

However, much work may be 
saved if the soil in the beds of shrub- 
bery borders is kept constantly hoed 
or cultivated. A mulch may also be 
obtained by spreading on the soil any 
such material as cut grass, manure, etc., 
but the soil much obtained from con- 
stant hoeing is better for the plants and 


should be re-established after every 


heavy rain. When water is applied with

Escape of Defenders of Vilna 
Fortress From Gigantic 


Trap Will Bring Long Teu- 
tonic Offensive to Disas- 
trous Failure and Gain 
Slavs a Respite, Expert

B the defeats were but incidents, 
one mainly the result of a cal] for he!p 
from the French, before the battle of 
the Marne. To balance they had rav- 
aged a larger area of Germany than 
the Germans now occupy in France, ©n 
April 1 they held in Galicia and in Bu- 
kowina territory almost twice as ex- 
tensive as the Germans occupied in Bel- 
gium and France, with a population at 
least equal to that of the conquered dis- 
tricts in the west. Most of this tevri- 
tory they had held for months, and 
their hold seemed permanent. The last 
week in April the Rugsian masses were 
across the Carpathians at Dukla Pass; 
the successful advance into Hungarv 
was expected. Austria seemed on the 
point of collapse, and the world was 
talking of a separate peace for the 
Hapsburgs, in udvance of Italy’s en- 
trance into the war. 

Looking at the situation as it now 
stands, when upward of 100,000 square 
miles of Russian territory are in the 
invaders’ hands, an area haif as large 
as France, while Galicia and Bukow:ina 
have been won back by the central 
Powers, save for one little strip near 
the Rumanian frontier, it is unmistak- 
able that the past four or five months 
have seen one of the most colossal 
transformaticns in military history.

What is the éxnlanation 
of the compiete transformation of. cor- 
ditions on the eastern front?

Russia herself, which made it impossi- 
ble for her to munition her field forces 
and insured their downfall. Part of 
this failure is due to the fact that, un- 
like Great Britain, caught a thousand- 
fold less ready than Russia, the Slavs 
have been unable to draw upon Ameor- 
ica for munitions, tecause only by the 
Arctic and the Pacific could they le 
brought to Russia. Geography, the 
closing of the Dardanelles, the Germiat 
supremacy in the Baltic, all have con- 
tributed. 

But the main factor, 


after all, has 
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plans. 
out of the war. 
turned to a slow, but sure, campaign 
to dispose of Russia, to drive tne Slav 
out of the war and then turn with hands 
free to deal with England and France. 
With utter contempt for British mili- 
tary possibilities, and with a full know!]- 
ejige that French resources in num- 
bers were too limited to permit her to 
rmsk an offensive, Germany devoted her- 
self to crushing Russia, not for a year, 
but for a generation, for half a cen- 
tury. 

Stakes for Which Germany Gambled. 

There was in the German calcuiation 
a great deal of the gambler’s method. 
She gambled that Great Britain and 
France combined would not be able 
to break through the thin lIines she 
could leave in the west while she was 
disposing of Russia, She gambled that 
the Western Powers would not, in this 
time, be able to build up armies so 
strong that she. would not be able to 
vin after Russia was out. She gambled 
that the sudden. blow to Russia in the 
spring would keep Italy neutral and 
the Balkans neutral. 

Some of her calculations have proved 
vound. The allies in the west have 
failed to break the thin German line, 
althcugh they have tried desperately. 
They have bullt armies equal to the 
total Germany has in the field, but 
¢,000,000 of British troops are still un- 
ready. On the other hand, Italy is in 
the war. S§till the Balkans have re- 
mained neutra]l and Italy has been 
cnecked by a mere handful of Austrian 
troops, say 300,000. Even Constantinople 
has held out, although German passivity 
in the west has permitted the British 
and French to send large armies to 
the straits. 

But all this risk was taken only in 
the expectation that Russia would be 
disposed of, put out of the running for 
the war and for the years after the 
war, when the German ‘place in the 
sun’ was to be obtained. And Russia 
is not yet out. Her campaign is now 
entering a decisive stage; if Germany 
does not put Russia out in the next 
few weeks of the coming of autumn, 
raine will give the Russians the respite 
which will save them. The next few 
weeks. perhaps days, must decide the 
story. 


On the Dunajec. 
The present is, then, an appropriate 


moment to review the whole campaign. 
In doing this I purpose to pay little 
attention to the details of the campaign, 
but only set forth the several critical 
phases—namely, the first German at- 
tack upon the Dunajec; the Russia 
rally and retreat from Galicia; the un- 
successful fight for Poland, which ended 
in further retreat; the loss of the 
Brest-Litovsk line, with the yast for- 
tress; the final German bid for victory 
about Vilna, which is in full swing as 
I write.

For’ 
several weeks there seemed to be a real | 
chance that the German drive had at | 
last been halted. Meantime Hinden-j|§ 
burg, to the north of Warsaw, was’ 
pushing down upon the fortress from 
Grodno to Novo Georgewisk, but max- 
ing little real progress. 


The Threat Against Riga. 


Far more minatory- was the-German 
operation in the Courland, which, push- 
ing east from Libau to Windau, was now 
aiming at Riga and at the Petrograd- 
Wilna-Warsaw railroad, northeast of 
Kovno, which was already beginning to 
be heavily attacked. This threatened 
to cut off the Russian armies in War- 
saw from the capital. While this threat 
was in part met, it continued to mount. 
Meanwhile Mackensen was making slow 
but sure progress; by July 24 he was 
across the Warsaw-Kiev line near Lub- 
lin. 
A few days later the world knew that 
Russia was planning to evacuate War- 
saw. Could the Grand Duke now draw ! 
his armies from between the closing ' 
jaws? The question was to remain in 
doubt for many days. Slowly, steadily, 
the Russian armies drew back; there 
was no sign of haste, no evidence of 
large German captures. On Aug. 4 War- 
saw fell, but the Germans captured only 
a sheli; the city had been stripped. 
Meantime Novo Georgewisk, to the west | 
and north, was defended. This deprived 
the Germans of the use of the Vistula 
for transport, as the defense of Mau- 
beuge a year before had deprived the 
Germans of the main trunk line from 
Aix-la-Chapelle to Paris. 

Novogeorgievsk resisted until Aug. 19. 
Its fall gave the Germans the only con- 
siderable capture since the Dunajec. 
™hey estimated their prisoners at 85,100: 
the Russians fixed their own losses at 
35,000. But they lost an enormous num- 
ber of heavy guns—a real blow, but 
one foreseen, for they were fortress 
guns and could not be removed. 

But before the fortress fell the Rus- 
sians were well clear of the jaws of 
thee gigantic nutcracker. Their main 
army had reached Brest-Litovsk, 10 
miles east of Warsaw; the forts of the 
Bobr-Narew line had been evacuated 
with due deliberation and without loss 
of men or artillery. The Russian e 
now ran from Riga, belind the Dwina 
River, to Dwina, and then west of the 
Niemen at Kovno, and straight south 
to the marshes through the Brest-Lit- 
ovsk. 

Here they were expected to make a 
long stand. Brest-Litovsk was their 
great military center, the base of all 
their operations in the west. Their line 
was now straight, or practically so. 
The world expected a long pause here, 
and perhaps the end of the Austro-Ger- 
man advar

Long 
said Mrs. Ridgly had gone to Chicago. 

Charged With Defrauding Merchant. 

The two are charged with defrauding 
Frank J. Wottowa, a Belleville mer- 
chant, out of his furnishing goods store 
valued at $4400. Prosecutor Webb said 
his information was that they traded 
160 acres of land in Wayne County, Mo., 
and gave a note for the store, that the 
title to the land was found to be invalid 
and that they had refused to pay the 
note. 

Wattowa had told him, the attorney 
said, that the two promised to employ 
him at a good salary to run the store, 
but that after they had obtained pos- 
session of it they discharged him. Be- 
fore the grand jury acted, Wottown 
filed a civil suit against Mrs. Ridgley at 
Taylorville to recover his property. 

Although Long admitted that he and 
Mrs. Ridgely had been indicted jointly, 
he talked about the case reluctantly, 
saying he knew very little of the de- 
tails. He said that the deal with the 
Belleville merchant was made through 
the Orah Land and Mining Co., in 
which, he said, he and Mrs. Ridgely 
were ‘‘very small stockholders,”’ and of 
which he said James K. Cochran was 
president.

Does Not Care to Discuas Case. 

He said he didn’t remember anything 
about Wottawa being promised a job in 
the store under the new ownership and 
added he didn’t care much to discuss 
the matter at present. 

Madison declined to discuss the case, 
saying he did not represent Long in 
this transaction, although he had given 
him legal advice about other matters. 

Long several years ago gained much 
publicity when he brought a suit 
against the National Bank of Commerce 
as a result of a series of loans in which 
ne alleged that he was compelled to pay 
usurious interest He said the loans 
were made through the Hamilton In- 
vestment Co. and he described that com- 
pany as nothing but a ‘tin box’’ at the 
Bank of Commerce.

U. S. District Attorney to See if 
There Is a Statute Cover- 
ing Case. 


The speech made by Kurt von Rep- 
pert, a lawyer, before,.the German- 
American Alliance, in which he referred 
to President Wilson as an ignorant 
man or a crook, and in which he + 
said to have applied the words ‘“jac’ - 
ass"’ and ‘‘ape’’ to the President, may 
be brought to the attention of a Federal 
grand jury.. The speech was made Fri- 
day night at St. Louis Turner Hall, 
1508 Ghowteau avenue, and caused Al- 
bert von Hoffmann, telephone directory 
publisher, to resign as a member and 
director of the Alliance. 

“Arthur L. Oliver, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, said yesterday, when 
asked about it by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, that such speeches would not 
continue to be made in St. Louis, if he 
could find any way to stop them. He 
spoke of von Reppert’s utterances as 
“villainous and slanderous,’’ and said 
he would look up the Federal statutes 
in the endeavor to find some means of 
dealing with persons who vilify the 
President. 

District Attorney Oliver added that 
any lawyer who would make a public 
utterance, such as that attributed to 
von Reppert, would be “a fit subject 
for investigation by the local and 
state bar asociations.”’ 

Not Sure He Is Member. 

Charles P. Williams, president of 
the St. Louis Bar Association, said he 
was not sure that von Reppert was ®& 
member of the Association, and that 
only about one-half the lawyers in the 
city are members. In any case, he 
said, he could not make any statement 
in advance as to the Association's 
probable action. 

A lawyer, before being admitted to 
the bar, is required to take oath that 
he will support the constitution of the 
Thited States, arid the constitution of 
the State of Missouri, and will “faith- 
fully demean himself in such office tc 
the best of his knowledge and ability.” 
The word “office” indicates that the 
lawyer is considered an er of the 
courts. 

Chester H. Krum, ooumane Federal 
judge, and Homer Hall, former assist- 
ant district attorney, said they did not 
believe von Reppert had violated any 
statute. Krum said the President, like 
any other person, would have a right 
to. prosecute for slander any one who 
villified him. 

Von Hoffmann told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday of the stirring 
scene which was occasioned at the 
Turner Hall meeting by Von Rep- 
pert’s utterances. Von Hoffmann, 
who is a native of Austria, said he 
was fully in sympathy with the Al- 
liance in most of its aims. He has 
been a member of its governing board 
for eight years. 

He said he entered the hall while 
Von Reppert was speaking, and that 
he was hardly able to believe he was 
understanding the speaker correct- 
ly.

A delegation of prom- 
inent citizens from Cleveland will 
arrive here next Monday morning. 

A petition will be filed with the 

Census Bureau to permit an imme-

lake city. The avowed purpose is 
to move up a peg or two surpassing 
in population Boston and possibly St. 

Louis. 

The enthusiasts declare the rank 
of Cleveland will be bettered by two 
numbers if a new census is granted, 
Cleveland now stands as sixth city. 

The ‘law provides that a new and 
immediate census may be requested 
at-any time. If granted, the Gov- 
ernment supplies the supervisors, but 
the city filing the petition must fur- 
nish the enumerators and bear all 
the expenses. This is estimated to 
run about two cents for each inhabi- 
tant. 

It is’ explained that Cleveland hag 
grown rapidly since the last census 
In addition, suburbs have been taken 
into the corporation, thereby increas- 
ing the population by some 100,000. 
The situation has become so satis- 
factory that leading citizens of the 
lake town believe a count of its peo- 
ple will plaee her ahead of both St. 
Louis and Boston.

HAS BEGUN IN WESI 


Official Statement Declares It Was 
Heralded by Terrific Artillery Bom- 
bardment and That British North 
Wing and Several Forces of French 
Have Been Repulsed.

London Hears Rumors of Important 


Movement on 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—The development 
of events in the Balkans and on the | 
Belgian coast, of which the general 
public has only the haziest knowledge, 
now monopolizes attention, even the 
Russian front, where the troops of the 
Emperor have been delivering heavy 
counter strokes against the Austro-Ger- 
mans, being for the moment overshad- 
owed. 

So far as the Balkans is concerned, 
the present crisis 1s considered more 
suited to military than diplomatic action, 
one Minister stating that great develop- 
ment were imminent. With Greece and 
Bulgaria armed against each other and 
Rumania waiting to take sides, nothing 
less could be expected. 

The British public, however, is more 
onxious to know what is happening 
nearer home. Since Monday last there 
has been a more or less continuous bom- 
bardment of Ostend, Zeebrugge and 
other points on the Belgian coast, and, 
according to rumor, an enterpise is be- 
ing attempted which may change the 
whole aspect of the war on the western 
front. 

Anglo-French Movement. 

The activity displayed by the British 
fleet apparently has not been left un- 
disputed, for dispatches from Holland 
say that heavy firing has been heard 
on many occasions during the week to 
the north of Ameland, which would in- 
dicate that, if the Germans have not 
actually undertaken to oppose the Brit- 
ish ships, part of the German fleet ven- 
tured out to learn what was happening. 

The British and French troops have 
united in a far-reaching offensive move- 
ment against the German intrench- 
ments on the western front.

BERLIN THEATERS DESPITE 
THE STRAINED RELATIONS 


Yankee Burlesque Girls and Comedians Still

BERLIN, Sept. 2.—Russia is finished, 
according to the German military ex- 
perts. At least the colossus will be 
unable to resume any offensive until 
next spring. This opinion is shared by 
practically all the military experts. 
Only the Kaiser and his general staff 
know how long the Germans will pur- 
sue the Russians. But many think 
the Germans will soon halt and dig 
themselves in, as they did in France. 
Thus several huge armies would be- 
come available in other flelds of oper- 
ation, 


According te reports published today 
the armies fighting under Austro-Hun- 
garian command took 2100 officers and 
642,500 men prisoners during the month 
of August. The German command re- 
ports the capture of 2000 officers and 
269,839 men during the same period. 
When adding the figures of both re- 
ports, allowance probably will have to 
be made for some duplications, as some 
aerman treops are fighting under Aus- 
tro-Hungarian command and vice versa. 

Will the Germans be able to advance 
in the West as they did jn the East? 
Probably this question will be an- 
swered in the near future. According 
to the German Crown Prince, his troops 
are anxious to resume the march to- 
ward Paris. : 


‘But will it be directed to Paris? 
Maybe the Germans will think it more 
important to capture and occupy Calais. 
The only question is: How many lives 
will it cost? Will it pay to sacrifice 
so much of the best blood of the 
Fatherland? Would it not be wiser to 
save lives and be content with what 
you already occupy, the most important 
part of. industrial France and almost 
the whole of Belgium? 


Much will depend upon the present 
condition of the French army. If it 
can be thrown back the same as the 
Russian, the end of the war cannot be 
far off. If it has more power of re- 
sistance, the war will last longer. But 
as te the ultimate outcome of the con- 
flict, the German people are of one 
mind. 


I met yesterday an old Jewish gentle- 


man whom I had known two years. He 
told me he had just received news that 
his youngest son had been killed in bat- 
tle. The boy had volunteered and was 
shot by the Russians. 


I offered consolations, but the old 
gentleman waved them aside. “Why 
should I wail and lament?” he said. 
“When I visited the armory of my son's 
regiment another old gentleman, over 
60 years, was there to offer his services 
as a soldier. When they asked him 
why he wanted to join the army he 
said his last son, the fourth, had been 
killed while serving the Fatherland. 
‘Now it is up to me to serve,’ he said. 
So why should I wail? I still have two 
sons,” 


War is terrible. There is no use try- 
ing to deny it. The Germans don’t deny 
it. But they call it a duty. 


Almost every family is afflicted. An 
uncle of mine lost his two sons, both 
serving in the same regiment and both 
killed the same day. They were his only 
children. | 

Of course, there is the best of feeling 
between the Germans and the Aus- 
trians. 

A German and an Austrian met, and 
they talked about the merits of -their 
armies. “I concede you're superior to 
us in almost every respect,”” the Aus- 
trian said, “but we. beat you in one 
thing.” 

“In which?’ the German eagerly in- 
quired. e 

“We have the better ally,” said the 
Austrian. 


In spite of German efficiency, mis- 
takes happen, The other day a big con- 
signment of new underclothing arrived 
at the front.

Good news comes from the Rhine. 
The crop of the vineyards will be 
bountiful. There will be plenty of 
wine for the soldiers when they have 
to keep on fighting during next win- 
ter. The German Rhine, the German 
wine and the German line is defying 
the world. 

Vienna is stricter than Berlin in 
military matters. While there last 
week I cabled an interview with the 
Prime Minister of Austria. What I 
wrote I submitted to him for his in- 
spection. He sent it back to me with 
some unimportant corrections.

Then 
he had affixed his own seal to every 
page of the copy. Then I had to 
submit this telegram stamped and 
OK'd by the highest officer of the 
empire, to a young officer in the 
censor’s office. He made inquiries 
at. the Foreign Office and then 
“passed” the long dispatch. But be- 
fore being permitted to enter the 
telegraph office I had to get another 
written permission from the War 
Minister. Before I could get this per- 
mission I had to pass an examina- 
tion. Then I received a pass, duly 
stamped and aigned, which permit- 
ted me to enter the telegraph office, 
where I filed the telegram. This took 
five hours, The words were counted 
several times. My interview with 
the Prime Minister had required only 
half an hour. The words “passed 
by the Censor” were included in the 
cable charge I had to pay.

Head of General Staff and Aid 
Removed Because of Objec- 
_ tion to Conciliation.

BERLIN, by: courier to the frontier 
and London, Sept. %.—Changes in the 
naval general staff, which took place 
in connection with the modification of 
the submarine policy signalised by Am- 
bassador von Bernstorff'’s decleration 
at Washington, are believed to have re- 
moved from administrative offices all 
officials who were opposed to modifica- 
tions made effective at that time. 

Admiral von Hoeltzendorff, former 
commander of the high seas fleet, now 
is head of the naval general staff, suc- 
seeding Vice-Admiral Bachmann. Rear 
Admiral Bernoke, vice chief of the naval 
general staff, also is out, and it is un- 
derstood hig successor will be Admirat 
von Kerch, inspector of marige instruc- 
tion at the naval academy, although this 
appointment is unconfirmed. 

Von Holtzendorff is one of the 
big men of the ravy. Dmperor William 
gave him command of the high seas 
fleet at the outset of the dreadnought 
era, when the advent of the all-big gun 
iype of battleship made Germany a 


dangerous rival of Great Britain and he, 


retained that command until just before 
the war began, when he was succeeded 
by Admiral von Ingenohl, whe gave way 
i:.turn last spring to Admir~' von Pohl 

The new chief, it is believed, is 
firmly committed to the new line of sub- 
marine policy in regard to passenger 
steamers and is thoroughly convinced 
no more of them will be sunk as he con-

I 
had come to Flanders not to inspect 
them on parade, but to watch them 
There I found

ble. Behind him a soldier sat at a tele- 
phone switchboard. From the outside 
a whole sheaf of telephone wires ran 
away in various directions. 

My commandant presented me to the 
Colonel and explained my desire to see 
some howitzers in action. 

“‘Perfect!’’ exclaimed the Colone} 
genially. “‘We have just definitely lo. 
cated a German blockhouse in their de- 
fense system and at 2 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon we are going to destroy it with 
one of our 150-millimeter howitzers. So 
if you will honor the ‘Villa Beausejour’ 
with your company at lunch you can 
afterward watch the howitzer work.” 

The old farmhouse had been euphe- 
mistically christened the ‘‘Villa Beause- 
jour’’ by the Colonel's staff. 


Inviting me into the bomb-proof, the 
Colonel then showed me on one of the 
large scale maps the whole lay of the 
l...d.' Red lines indicated the Belgian 
intrenchments, blue lines the German. 
In the same way all over the map 
behind the red line the Belgian bat- 
teries were indicated in red, while the 
same held good in blue of those Ger- 
man batteries which the Belgians had 
managed to locate. Some of these 
latter were false emplacements. It 
was %nly when a little blue cannon 
was drawn behind the emplacement 
~-hat an actual gun was indicated. 


Msp and Photo Guides. 

The Colonel pointed out to me on 
this map the exact location of the 
Villa Beausejour, of the blockhouse 
which was to be destroyed, and of the 
‘gun which was to destroy it. He also 
showed me photographs of the Ger- 
man positions taken from _ Belgian 
aeroplanes and compariug it with a 
map, he indicated to me how the map 
showed only one road leading to a 
certain spot, while the photograph 
showed a new second road leading to 
this spot. This indicated the _ exist- 
ence of a concealed battery at that 
place. 

The telephone bell rang. ‘‘This is No. 
12," answered the soldier operator. He 
listened for a few moments and then 
told the Colonel that headquarters 
wished him to send over an officer after 
lunch to cross-question the two Ger- 
man prisoners just captured for infor- 
mation which might be of use to his 
artillery. 

“Tell them I shall do so,” replied the

As we had another half hour before 
lunch he deputized one of his officers 
to take me to a battery of ‘75s’”’ not 
far off and show me some of the shel!

as the French and Belgians call the 
big high explosive shells. 

A brisk walk brought us to the 75s. 
cleverly concealed in an artificial wool 
which had been transplanted bodily. The 
Captain in command showed me the 
guns, and also a fine bombproof shelter 
which he had just completed. It was 
very much needed, as, in spite of the 
artificial woods, the Germans had rough- 
ly lecated his battery, and whenever 
any Belgian 75s in his neighborhood 
opened up on the Germans they imme- 
diately cut loose on his battery. The 
whole surface of the fields for hundreds 
of yards around was pockmarked with 
shell holes.

“Run and Get New Uniforms.” 

A good story was told to illustrate the 
amazing efficiency of the German in- 
telligence department.* One day when 
the army was being reuniformed .ii 
Khaki, a certain regiment of chasseurs 
was ordered to leave their trenches 
right after dark that night to march to 
the rear for the ; urpose of having their 
new uniforms issued to them. An hour 
or two after they had received this or- 
der the Germans right opposite them 
hoisted a gieat placard above their 
trenches. On it was a sign painted: 

“Good-by, brave chasseurs! Run along 
to get your new uniforms 
francs-fifty apiece!’’ 


Lunch being finished, my command. 
aut and I said good-by all round and, 
with detailed directions, started on u«u 
half hour’s walk to find the howitzer 
battery. The chaplain, in khaki, with 
an old black umbrella and a long fish- 
ing pole, came ulong as far as the tirst 
canal, where. standing on a flat bit of 
embankment between two shell holes 
he placidly began to fish. 


The artillery, which had been booming 
im a desultory way all morning, had of 
course stopped during the lunch hour. 
For the artillerymen on both sides cer- 
tainly keep union rules in laying off 
when the time for the dinner pail comes 
around. If the noon whistle blew they 
could not be more punctual in dropping 
work. 

Now, however, the noon hour was over 
and the guns again began to take 
up their monotonous bass drumming. 
For a full half hour we walked, first 
along a deserted wagon road, then tu 
‘he left, along a path by the bank of a 
canal, past an artificial hedge here and 
an artificial grove of trees there.

Judge Arnold cited his authority for 
setting aside ghe death sentence, quoting 
section 52657 of the revised statutes af 
Missouri, 1909, whieh reads:

Cratto’s little daughter saw Giacone go 
to a room, t & revolver and enter the 
room where hg@r mother was; that later 
shotg@ where héard, and Mrs. Cratto was 
found dead. He gaid there was no evi- 
fdence to shém the woman was shot 
while kneeling at prayer, but that on 
the other hand, she was found sitting in 
a rocking chair. There were no eye- 
witnesses to the killing, he said., 

The motion of the defendant for a new 
trial on the grounds of insanity and that 
the Judge grfre@ in not instructing the 
jury for second degree murder was over- 
ruled by Judge Arnold because, he said, 
he had no réagon to believe Giacone was 
insane, atid he felt he was right in re- 
fusing an instruction for second degree 
murder. 

“Under the laws of this State,’’ Judge 
Arnold said, “the unexplained killing 
of a human being is murder only in the 
second degree, punishablé by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for life or for 
wu term of not less than 10 years. Al- 
though there were no eyewitnesses to 
the Cratto killmg and no motive was 
shown by the State it can hardly be 


Caldwell who drove the car which car- 
ried Singer to and from the murder. 
These are cases in which I think the 
extreme penalty would have been justi- 
fied.’’ 

Judge Arnold said that last summer he 
had Dr. Frank Frye examine Giacone. 
Dr. Frye, he said, 
that he found the convicted man of the 
lowest order of intelligence. At the 
trial Dr. Mare Ray Hughes, an alien- 
ist, testified that he beHeved Giacene 
to be insane; while Dr. Schwab de- 
Glared the prisoner was sane. These 
facts were taken into consideration and, 
while not being accepted as proof of 
insanity, taken together with a confes- 
sion Giacone made to the police in 
which he said he had killed the woman 
because of promises she had made him 
and not kept, were held to be a juastifi- 
cation of leniency on account of the de- 
fendant’'s mental condition.

“All ready,’’ responded the telephon-

that our shots had come. 

As we slithered along drenched to the 
skin toward the “Villa Beausejour’* and 
our motor we could hear-the Captain of 
‘"6s"’ letting off salvo after salvo at 
the farmhouse of. which the prisoners 
hed informed him, while behind us 
“Julia” continued to explode at half 
minute intervals. There was all the dif- 
ference in the world between the dry 
short report of the bi, howitzer and the 
hollower, sharper, more penetrating ex- 
plosion of the ‘‘75s.’’ 

Today I learmed from the Captain of 
the ‘‘T5s"’ that his first few volleys had 
set the farmhouse on fire. A lot of 
soldiers had come running to put the 
fire out. His guns kept on dropping and 
seattering these until, with a series of 
- loud explosions, the whole farmhouse 
re the £7 had blown up. It turned out that it 
wae not an officers’ headquarters but an 
ammunition storehouse. ¥ 

As to our blockhouse I learn that tt 
was completely demolished before the 
allowance of 20 shells had been reached 
and that the balance of the 20 were used 
on the neighboring trenches.

Joe Cox, the 23-year-old heavyweight 
boxer of Springfield, Mo., passed through 
St. Louis Friday night on his way to 
New York City, where he expects te 
close matches with “Battling’’ Levinsky, 


Charley Weinert and Joe Coffey. Cox 
has been promised these matches by 
Eastern promoters and will «be entered 
as the Western aspirant for a chance 
oo sanat Jess Willard for the champion- 
ship. . 

Cox appeared twice in St. Louis during 
the past summer, first boxing an eight- 
round draw with George ‘“‘Boer” Rodel, 
and afterwards wirning from Rodel on 


afoul. Since then Cox has fought Marty 


Cutler, Arthur Pelkey and Al Norton. 
He won from Cutler and Pelkey by 
kncckouts in the sixth and ninth rounds 
respectively and was then knocked out 
by Norton in the second round. 

The bout with Norton took place at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 


on ADs. 14, 
elght days after his bout’ with elkey 


at Joplin, Mo. Cox tells an interesting 
story in connection with his defeat by 
Ncrton that has mot heretofore been 
made public. In his fight with Pelkey 
the Springfield fighter received a heavy 
runch on the left hip bone and was 
badly bruised. Within a few days two 
malignant boils appeared. Cox then 
svught @ postponement of his bout with 
Norton, but because of forfeit money 
posted and expense of advertising and 
making arrangements, he was unable to 
obtain it. He entered the ring in great 
pain ae with his temperature above 
normal. 


Spramed His Ankle. 


The ring in which Cox and Norton 
boxed was not very substantial for such 
heavy men and the hoards of the plat- 
form were covered « iy by canvas. It 
happened that one ot the boxers in the 
semi-final had been knocked out and 
Water was dashed into the ring to re- 
vive him. This created a wet, slimy 
spot in the ring that resulted in an ac- 
cident to Cox in the first round. Step- 
Ping backward to avoid one of Norton’s 
swings, Cox stepped on this wet = 
and slipped, twisting and spraining his 
right ankle. He hobbled to his corner 
at the end of the round and advised his 
manager, Jimmy Bronson, to give up the 
fight because what with the boils that 
were causing him much pain and the 
injured ankle he was hardly able to 
stand. His manager and other seconds 
insisted, however, that he continue, with 
the result that he was knocked out in 
the next round when unable to protect 
himself. . 

Cox is now managing his own affairs, 
having parted company with Jimmy 
Bronson. This, though, is not alone be- 
cause Of his mishap while boxing Nor- 
con, but because Bronson insisted upon 
a written contract as his manager. This 
Cox refused to do, and declares he | 
never ll sign a contract of this sort 
with anyone, because of an experience 
he had in the early part of his career 
as a boxer, about four years ago. He 
was then under written contract with 


"Ciarence Moore of Monett, Mo., and in 


order to obtain his release, it cost Cox 
$480. Since then he has been under 
verbal agreement with Jimmy Bronson, 
anc: when the latter demanded that 
their business relationship be set forth 
in writing, they separated. 

Cox, who was born March 2, 1892, is 
six feet one and one-half inches tall 
and is in fighting condition at 196 
rounds. He is not what might be 
termed a skillful’ buxer, but he is a 
forceful fighter, very strong, able to as- 
similate punishment, and has an unusu- 
ally hard right-arm punch. He is a 
natural athlete and of excellent habits. 
In his school days Cox was a success- 
ful football player, and when attend- 
ing Drury Academy at Springfield, Mo., 
was the youngest student who ever madc 
the academy's football. teany playing 
right tackle during the season of 1%7- 
1908 when but 16 years of age. 


Made Willard Quit. 


Cox holds the distinction of having made 
Jess Willard, the present heavyweight cham- 
ion, quit in a ut that took place at 
Springfield on Oct. 9, 1911, and, fn view of 
the possibility of Cox being selected as an 
opponent to box Willard for the title, an ac- 
count of what happened upon that occa- 
sion, as given by Cox, is saperasting. 4

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AUTO CLUB HEAD 
SAYS CONSTABLES 
ARE “OPPRESSORS 


Retaliation Threatened on Bon- 
homme Township for Many 
Unjustified Arrests of 
Motorists. 


‘The Automobile Club of St. Louis 
commends Prosecuting Attorney Ralph 
of St. Louis County for his action in 
prosecuting so-called ‘one-arm drivers.’ 
The law was intended to reach just such 
offenses. . This practice is much more 
dangerous than speeding. The Auto- 
mobile Club is opposed to all forms of 
reckless driving, and heartily approves 
of Mr. Ralph's course,” said E. M. 
Flesh, president of the club. 

“On the other hand, the Automobile 
Club is opposed to the manner of en- 
fortement of the law adopted by deputy 
coristables under the direction of Con- 
stable Buehrman. These country motor 
cycle men make a practice of patroling 
the roads on Saturday and Sunday after- 
noon and arresting motorists. who are 
out. with their families, and who are 
using the roads in a careful and prudent 
manner. These constables care little or 
nothing for the fines, and fines are 
tarely imposed; in most of the cases the 
payment of costs goes to the constable, 
the deputy and to the Justice of the 
Peace who tries the case. This practice 
prevailseonly in Bonhomme~Township, 
where Constable Buehrman Nas juris- 
The testimony that has_been 
developed_in these cases shows that the 


| deputies show little regard for the truth, 


as they have testified in a number of 
instances to a speed of thirty and forty 
miles an hour where such speed would 
be absolutely impossible on account of 
the turns in the road. 

“It does not seem consistent that the 

large majority of responsible people who 
have been arrested would risk the lives 
of their families by speeding, or that 
they would not tell the truth about the 
speeding. As an instance of the con- 
duct of the deputies, a large number of 
people were arrested last Saturday and 
Sunday, while en route to the St. Louis 
County Fair, and while there was a 
veritable procession of vehicles along the 
Olive Street road. These cases were dis- 
missed by the Prosecuting Attorney, as 
they should have been. We consider the 
treatment accorded by Constable Buehr- 
man’s deputies is unfair, and it is not 
strange that the motorists are begin- 
ing to bitterly resent it. 
“As a contrast to the spirit of these of- 
ficers, the Automobile Club has fre- 
quently been called upon to do things 
for. St. Louis County and has only re- 
cently had the opportunity to be of 
assistance to the farmers of the county. 
An‘ ordinance was recently passed, 
which required each horse-drawn vehicle 
to display two white lights in the front, 
visible in all directions, and a red light 
in the rear. A number of farmers com- 
ing into the city at night were arrested 
for the Wolation of this ordinance. We 
considered the ordinance unfair and bur- 
densome to the farmers, and the club 
was instrumental in having it suspend- 
ed and in arranging for its repeal. We 
realize the necessity of lights on horse- 
drawn vehicles for the safety of all 
concerned, and ‘we are preparing an or- 
dinance that can ertamar ated be complied 
with. 

“The Automobile Club each year con- 
tributes to the funds raised in the 
county for olling the roads. We have 
spent thousands of dollars in this way, 
-but if these unjustified arrests con- 
tinue, we may feel obliged to withhold 
contributions from funds raised to be 
used in Bonhomme Township. We would 
dislike very much to do this, as we do 
not believe in retaliation, but Mr. 
Buehrman may force us to take this 
action.

If Anything Be Lacking to Give 
Such Powers Efficiency He 
Favors Doing It. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—President 
Wilkon believes the full powers of a 
tariff commission already are lodged 
in existing organs of the Government, 
but if anything is lacking to give such 
powers efficiency, he is in favor of do- 
ing it. The President made this clear 
in a letter to former Gov. Cox of Ohio, 
“sInade public today at the White House, 

<= to a letter in which the former 
Governur advocated the establishing of 
the Tariff Commission. 

In another letter, also made public 
today, the President pointed out that 


until the European war is over and nor- 
mal conditions are restored it will not 
be possible to determine how completely 
the business of the country has adjust- 
ed itself to new conditions. The sec- 
‘ond letter was written last October to 
Powell Evans of Philadelphia, during 
‘the last senatorial contest in Pennsy}- 
penis. 

To Cox, on the Tariff Commissioh, the

President outlined his positfon as fol-| 
lows: 

‘The full powers of a tariff commis- 
sion are already lodged in existing 
Government, most of 
them, and really more fhan the former 
commission had, in the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce of the 
Department of Commerce and others 
(powers of investigation chiefly) in the 
hands of the new Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 


“Perhaps it would be better if these 
various powers were assembled in the 
hands of one bureau or department, 
but aside from that I think the ma- 
chinery exists for a thoroughly scien- 
tifie treatment of tariff questions. if 
anything is lacking to give these pow- 
ers efficiency I am, of course,” heartily 
in favor of doing it.’’ 

The President’s letter to Evans said: 

Legislative Program Completed. 

“The, reconstructive legislation which. 
for the last two decades, the opinion 
of the couritry has demanded and which 
political parties have vied with each 
other in promising in one form or an- 
other, has now been enacted. That 
rrogram is practically completed. Until 
the present European war is over and 
normal conditions have been restored it 
will not be possible to determine how 
readily or how completely the business 
of the country has adjusted itself to the 
new. conditions. When that is clear, 
instrumentailties aiready created will be 
ready and in operation which will show 
just where the laws are working in har 
mony with the facts and where they are 
not. 

‘Meanwhile, and for a long time to 
come, legislative questions will be ques- 
tions of progress, of suiting means to 
new ends, of facilitating business and

Committee to Recommend That 
Promoter Give Pledge of $3,- 
000,000 Barge Line. 


Members of the Committee on River 
Terminals appeinted by Mayor Kiel 
have resolved to recommend the con- 
struction of a $250,000 dock or wharf 
near Chain of Rocks, supplementary to 
the dock already proposed at North 
Market street, only on condition that’ 
W. J. Holbrook, a real estate operator, 
gives assurance this week that finances 
have been pledged for the $3,000,000 
barge line that he is promoting. 

The drawing submitted by Holbrook 
showing the atfrangement of railroad 
tracks and the dock he has asked the 
city to establish on about 15 acres of 
ground he controls north of Baden, were 
returned to him last week by the com- 
mittee with a request that a more de- 
tailed plan be submitted, before a con- 
tract is proposed that would in any way 
bind the city. 

The committee will meet Thursday aft- 
ernoon to give further consideration to 
the plan of a second dock at the north 
end of the river front, and will ask Hol- 
brook then to divulge his arrangements 
for financing a St. Louis-New Orleans 


SUNDAY MORNING, SEPTEMBER 26, 1915. 
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Holbrook has assured the committee 
that he will agree to furnish a bond 
that his company, the St. Louis Rail- 
way & Boat Transportation Co,, will 
construct an elevator of 1,000,000 bushels 
capacity on the site north of Baden, if 
the city agrees to construct a dock at 
a@ cost of $250,000. He has agreed to bind 
the company to pay 4% per cent inter- 
est annually on the cost of the dock 
for the privilege of using it, and will 
guarantee to pay any cost in excess of 
$260, 000. 

Holbrook has obtained a permit from 
the city for the use of the municipal 
railway along the levee. He told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he could give the 
Mayor’s committee assurance that the 
barge line would be financed and the 
elevator constructed in the appointed 
time if the city would undertake its part 
of the proposed contract. 

The committee has recommended to 
the Board of Aldermen that a $250,000 
dock be “built at North Market street, 
for the interchange of river. and rail 
freight over the municipal railway. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
has not yet been asked to consider an 
appropriation for the North Market 
street dock from this year’s revenue.

The committee will meet Thursday aft- 
ernoon to give further consideration to 
the plan of a second dock at the north 
end of the river front, and will ask Hol- 
brook then to divulge his arrangements 
for financing a St. Louls-New Orleans

Holbrook has assured the committee 
that he will agree to furnish a bond 
that his company, the St. Louis Rail- 
way & Boat Transportation Co,, will 
construct an elevator of 1,000,000 bushels 
capacity on the site north of Baden, if 
the city agrees to construct a dock at 
a cost of $250,000. He has agreed to bind 
the company to pay 4% per cent inter- 
est annually on the cost of the dock 
for the privilege of using it, and will 
guarantee to pay any cost in excess of 
$250, 000. 

Holbrook has obtained a permit from 
the city for the use of the municipal 
railway along the levee. He told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he could give the 
Mayor’s committee assurance that the 
barge line would be financed and the 
elevator constructed in the appointed 
time if the city would undertake its part 
of the proposed contract. 

The committee has recommended to 
the Board of Aldermen that a $250,000 
dock be “built at North Market street, 
for the interchange of river and rail 
freight over the municipal railway. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
has not yet been asked to consider an 
appropriation for the North Market 
street dock from this year’s revenue.

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MANY CASES OF 
SMOKE VIOLATION 
NOT PROSECUTED 


Inspector Hoffman Says Lack of 
Action Is Not His 
Fault. 


Smoke Inspector W. A. Hoffman, who 
was told by his superior officer, Build- 
ing Commissioner McKelvey, last week 
that he was ‘“‘on trial’ for his job in 
connection with his enforcement of the 
smoke ordinance, said yesterday that it 
was not his fault that more prosecu- 
tions of violators were not conducted. 

Inspector Hoffman told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that Commissioner Mc- 
Kelvey ordered him to turn over all 
evidence to John E. Bowcock, attorney 
for the department, and that many 
cases which were prepared by Hoffman 
and his eight deputies, did not reach 
the stage of prosecution. 

“Tt was an unfortunate thing -for 
smoke abatement that more cases were 
not prosecuted in court,’’ Inspector 
Hoffman said. “I do not know why 
more cases were not prosecuted. It 
was not my fault, and yet I appear to be 
the ‘goat.’ In view of the instructions 
1 have received recently from Building 
Commissioner McKelvey, I feel confi- 
dent there will be more prosecutions this 
year than last, with an equal amount of 
effort by the inspectors’ force.’’ 

Hotfman Not Reappointed. 

Commissioner McKelvey’s order to 

Hoffman this season was regarded in 


considered Hoffman had not been as 
vigorous last year as he might have 
been. McKelvey has not reappointed 
Hoffman, whose term’ expired last 
April, but has not asked the Efficiency 
Board to conduct examinations looking 
toward the selection of Hoffman’s suc- 
cessor. 

Hoffman’s department turned in 
evidence against about 300 _violators 
of the smoke ordinance last season, 
but less than 100 cases were filed in 
court, and only a few fines, none ex- 
ceeding $50, were administered . 

It was the custom of the depart- 
ment last year to send three letters 
of warning before preparing papers 
for a prosecution. This custom orig- 
inated in the office of the Smoke In- 
spector when it ‘was subordinate to 
the President of the Board of Public 
Improvements under the old city 
charter, and was continued without 
modification under McKelvey last 
winter.

Are Nearing Completion 
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Announcement was made yesterday 
by Williams & Bland of 805 Chestnut 
street that negotiations have been 
completed for the placing on the mar- 
ket at auction of 3000 feet on the 
south side of Forsythe boulevard, be- 
ginning at the intersection of Penn- 
sylvania avenue. The auction will 
take place Oct. 23, and the entire front- 
age will be sold without reserve. The 
property is owned by a syndicate of 
St. Louis and St. Louls County busi- 
ness and professional men. 

This property, known as Tesson 
Park, always has been considered by 
experts to be one of the most ideally 
located residence sections of St. 
Louis. It is located on Forsythe 
boulevard, the main thoroughfare be- 
tween St. Louis and the county, ad- 
joining Washington University, 
Brent.noor, Maryland Terrace and 
Forsythe tract. 

Many exclusive subdivisions in the 
vicinity have been laid out and sold. 
Parkview, the last of the city subdi- 
visions to be built up, lies just ‘north- 
east of this property. Almost direct- 
ly east is the Catlin tract, and di- 
recly east is Washington Park, where 
r.any of the handsomest homés built 
by St. Louis’ foremost citizens are 1lo- 
cated. Brentmoor, where a group of 
prominent St. Louis citizens  pur- 
chased lots and erected magnificent 
homes, is on the south. Forsythe 
tract is directly north. None of these 
subdivisions has as high an eleva- 
tion as the property about to be auc- 
tioncd.

William T. Matthews, rea't; agent, a 
son of the late Dr. John Mathews, a 
Methodist minister, expressed the belief 
yesterday that, if the vuters had ruti- 
fied the Central Parkway plan there 
would nuw be a real estate boom in the 
central district of the city.

“But parkway or no parkway, we will 
get che Fvost-Dispatch building = at 
“welfth and Olive streets, which, no 
doubt, will have a wholesome effect. on 
tals section. 

“Il hope there is life eno’ g in the 
rarkway project to revive it. L~wvould 
give $1000 toward the improvement in 
addition to paving my share of the as- 
sessment, incident to it.’’ 

Realty agents who knuw the attitude 
¢t property holders towards the park- 
way measure, velieve that it would car- 
ry if it were revived on a comprehen- 
sive scale, with a bond issue to provide 
for it. Most of the property owners of 
the city who opposed it on the benefit 
plan, according to real estate men, would 
pe in favor of the project, if it were 
covered in a general bend issue, with 
the city paying for it as a whole.

strains or milies of each breed have 
been bred along egg-producing lines 
with the result that a heavy laying 
strain has been produced. Our farmers, 
therefore, need a breed having buth egg 
and meat producing qualities combined 
and developed to the highest degree. 
Such a combination can usually ~ be 
found in what are known as our utility 
reeds, viz.: Plymouth Rocks, Wyan- 
dottes, Rhode Island Reds and Orping- 
tcns. These breeds are speciilly adapt- 
ed for withstanding our Northern cl!- 
mate during the winter time. 

“Of the advantages or disadvantages 
of these breeds, nothing need be. men- 
tioned here. As far as winter egg pro- 
duction is concerned, they stand about 
equal, and, when killed as roasters, they 
all dress out neat, plump and desirable 
earcasses, The egg-producing qualities 
can only be determined by their actual 
but their meat-producing 
cualities can be readily seen in their 
general conformation, quality and ap- 
pearance. An outline of the require. 
nents of utility birds is here presented. 
No specific value is given to any one 
point; it is only intended as a general 
cutiine: 

The Favorite Bird. 

“Comb, low, wide and stout: head, 
short and broad, with a short, stout 
Leak, a full face and clear, bright eves: 
neck, short; back, short, wide and nea:- 
ly turned; body, deep and wide; breast, 
wide and full; breast bone, fair length, 
straight and well covered with meat: 
thigh, short, strong and well muscled. 
shinks smooth, soft and close-fitting 
sales; toes, smooth and straight; utility 
type, a small head with a broad skull, 
short, broad back, low-set, deep and 
wiac hedy. Condition, red comb, bright 
eve, well-covered breast bone: clean, 
amooth legs and feet. Quality, fine, 
tmooth head, soft feathers; fine, strung 
tones in legs and feet, and fine, soft, 
smooth scales, fitting closely on the 
legs. 

“A few of the >utstanding qual'ties of 
brome of the utility breeds might be 
snentioned here. It must be remembered 
that a breed is know by its type and a 
variety by its color; hence we have the 
Plymouth Rock breed and a number of 
varieties in that breed, such as the 
harred, buff, white and so on. The same 
thing holds good in all the breeds. 

“The Plymouth Rock is a fairly long- 
bodied bird, deep and wide, with fair 
rength of leg. 

“The Wyandotte is a bird of curves, 
or @ ball-like bird; has a short back, 
fair width and depth and a low-set body. 

“The Rhode Isiand red has a long, 
tiarrow body and is fairly upstanding. 

“The Orpington is a low-set, blocky 
bird, with a deep and wide body. 

“The lighter breeds cannot be consid- 
ered as utility breeds, as they are in- 
tended more for egg-production than for 


fmeat production.” 
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MISSOURI FARMER WAO KILLED

You have chicken pox in your 
flock. It is quite ‘common at this 
season of the year. Sometimes it is 
serious, and at other times it is novo*. 
If it gets so bad that the sores close 
the eyes it is pretty hard to do any- 
thing with such a case. Keep 4il 
o. your flock in as good condition as 
possible. Treatment consists in keep- 
ing the sores soft until they heal. 
Nature must do the healing, but you 
can keep them soft and that will 
cause them to fall off varller anil 
then it will keep them from swelling 

- as to closé up the eyes. . recom- 
mend the use of one part of yellow 
oxide of mereury mixed. with ten 
parts of vaseline, either carbolated 
or plain. Have the druggist do the 
mixing. Get a quarter’s worth of 
this. Apply it thoroughly to the af- 
fected parts twice a day. I have ha‘ 
excelent success with this treatment. 
It is a good plan also, when chicken 
pox breaks out, to physic the fowls 
twice a week. Epsom salts is good 
Give about & teaspoonful to four or 
five fouls. Put in water and put it 
in some soft feed. I should distribute 
it around so that all the fowls will 
get some of it. 


Water Giasa. 

There have been inquiries for the 
method of keeping eggs by the “water 
glass’’ process. The process is very 
simple and it is effective. I believe 
that it is the best method now known. 
Buy some “water glass’’ at the drug 
store. It is not expensive. Put 10 parts 
of water with it and place the eggs in 
this solution. Simply put them in the 
solution so that they will be entirely 
covered up. The eggs can be kept in 
almost any kind of receptacle. A large 
earthen jar is good fer the purpose. 
They can be preserved in this way at 
any time of the year. The most com- 
mon time is in the spring. not only be- 
cause there is a surplus of eggs at that 
time and because eggs are cheap and 
can, therefore, be held for a higher 
price, but also because eggs laid in 
March. April and May, that ts, in the 
spring, seem to keep better than eggs 
laid at other seasons of the year. 


Lexhorn Pullets. 

Can you tell me how old a Leghorn 
has to be before she h&As a large comb? 
I bought some that were supposed to be 
pure bred Leghorns eight months old 
and they have small “‘lay-over” combs. 
Will they get larger? 1 am told they 
will How old should a Leghorn pul- 
let be before she starts to lay? I read 
the Post-Dispatch every Sunday and 
think the Poultry Department is fine.

There is no precise age when the 
combs of Léghorn pullets get what you 
call large. If those pullets are eight 
months old the combs ought to be 

good size now, but they

Petaluma, Cal., is the center of what 
is said to be the largest and mest ex- 
clusively poultry producing section in 
the country. The district lies about 
mites north of San Francisco, between 
mountain ranges, but on land that is 
level. The climate is very favorable 
for poultry production. The poultry 
business here is not one that is carried 
on largely by women and children as 
elsewhere, but everybody is engaged 
ir. it.

_ Of the most charming and fascinating ever pubdb- 
lished—that of Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, at 
present serving her tenth year as president of the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage Association. It is 
appropriately entitled: “The Story of a Pioneer.” It 
was written in collaboration with Elizabeth Jordan, and 
- bears the imprint of Harper ¢ Bros. 

Perhaps the first characteristic to attract the reader 
is the book's luxury of humor, there being scarcely a 
page which does not contribute some anecdote, often 
at the expense of the author, which wéill linger with 
relish in the memory. Such are Dr. Shaw's inimitable 
accounts of her first proposal, and of the prayer meetings 
on Cape Cod. 

But it is also a revelation of a heroic and daunticss 
soul—of a pioneer equally resolute, whether confronting 
the dangers and sufferings of the early West, or 
struggling in a wiiderness just as formiddble—taat of 
the prejudice and hostility which greeted the beginnings 
of the suffrage movement. fs 

The following extracts afford a sort of assay of the 
volume’s riches; but it is from samples ti.at the quality 
of the ore in a mine is judged. 


¢ 1847, at Newcastle-on-Tyne, in England, 

and was a descendant of the Shaws of 

Rothiemurchus, Scotland, a violent and

Her mother 
was the Caughter. of a domestic in the household of the 
Duke of Northumberland, and was educated with the 
daughters of the Duke, their studies being chiefly sew- 
ing, reading and arithmetic. 

America, the land of promise, beckoned with golden 
fingers. Thomas Shaw cathe first, and settled in New 
Bedford, Mass. When the future suffragist leader was 
4 years old, her mothet followed with the children. The 
ship on which they sailed was disabled in a storm, and 
towed back to Queenstown for repairs. On the second 
attempt, they reached New York without mishap. 

Until Anna was 12 years old, the family lived in New 
Bedford and Lawrence, Mass. Then her father, like 
a number of other Englishmen, took up claims upon 
homesteads in Northern Michigan, at that time a virgin 
wilderness of timber. He went West, cleared a space 
for a cabin, erected its walls and then returned to 
Lawrence to send his wife and children to hold and 
work the claim, while he remained in the East to work 
at his trade. 

“Like most men, my dear father should never have 
married,” says Dr. Shaw. “Though his. nature was 
one of the sweetest I have ever known, in practical mat- 
ters he remained>to the end of his davs as irresponsible 
as a child. Thus, when he took up his 
claim of 360 acres in the Michigan wil- 
derness, and sent my mother and five 
young children to live there alone until 
he could join us 18 months later, he 
gave no thought to the manner in which 
we were to make the struggle and sur- 
vive the hardships before us. We were 
100 miles from a railroad, 40 mjies from 
a postoffice and half a dozen miles from 
any neighbors save Indians, wolves and 
wildcats. 

“From his viewpoint, he was doing a 
man’s duty.

the Imperial Falconer has 

unleashed instead a 

mighty eagle of machinery, the most 

formida»le war aeroplane man’s in- 
genuity has yet contrived. 

Its great double wings—for Germanv 

has discarded the monoplane “Taube” 

for the biplane type—-have a spread of 100 feet from 


tip to tip. The machines which have flown in St. Louis. 


and other parts of the country average little more than 
30 feet wide. Its two engines, mounted in fuselages on 


., Cither side of the center of the craft, can develdp 150 


horsepower each, or 300 in all. At the center -is the 
nacelle (little boat) containing places for two gunners, 


- in the bow and stern, while amidship sits the - pilot, 


with. his gear controlling the motor and steering ap- 
paratus. 


The nacelle is aimost entirely inclosed ‘and is _pro- 


tected with armor. plate. The two rapid-firing guns, 


one at the front and one at the rear, are sd pivoted 

that they can command all points of the compass and 

fire up and down, as well as parallel with the earth. 
The powerful propellers are of the tractor type—that 


is, they are mounted. at the front instead of the back. 


of the wings, and pull rather than push the craft 
through the air. But as they are placed with the motors 
at some distance on either side of the nacelle, the dis- 
advantage of the monoplane tractor is dvoided. The 


latter, whirling directJy in front of the pilot, interfe és 


with his vision and the range of his weapon. 

According to reports from England, the first ap- 
pearance of those dreadnoughts of the sky abruptly 
reversed the ascendancy in the air which the allies boast 
they had held from the beginning of the war. A Brit- 
ish journal says that the new German craft have been 
used only on patrol duty—that is, to prevent enemy air 
craft from approaching the German lines and making 
the aerial reconnaisances which supply eyes for the 
modern commander. 

“The big machine remains aloft on patrol duty for 
six hours,” says the London Sphere, “with his engines 
throttled down to their utmost limit, thus ecorbmizing 


fuel. Should an enemy plane appear, the giant sen- 


tinel, some 8000. to 9000 feet above the allies’ trenches,

Atkins has -bestowed upon the Teutonic battle plane 
the nickname of “Fritz.” 

--Wirés atretched from tip to tip of the wings supply 
aerials for the machine’s wireless, by means of which 
it can mantain communication with the ground. It is 
a genuine battle cruiser of the sky, combining, better 
than any other aircraft bas so far done, both speed and 
power. Velocity it owes to its horsepower of 300; and 
power to its two rapid-fire guns. | 

The production of this monster displays the energy 
and resourcefulness with which Germany has set about 
repairing. her earlier errors as to warfare in the clouds. 
The theory of the empire was that the aeroplane would 
serve only for scotting and that the Zeppelins would 
serve as the dreadnoughts of her air fleet. Facts showed 
these suppositions to be unsound. The Zeppelins have 
proved, thus far at least, almost worthless against 
aeroplanes; while the latter have found that in order 
to scout successfully they must first fight the aero- 
planes of the enemy. 

For scouting purposes, the Germans chose the mono- 
plane, because of its superior speed over the biplane, 
and evolved the “Taube” type, which has figured so 
dramatically in the news in accounts of air raids over 
Paris‘and other places. — 

‘But the “Taube” proved to have several radical de- 
fects. In the first place, its pilot sat on top of the ma- 
chine, and could see little of what was occurring be- 
neath him;: while the observer in a biplane had only to 
look down between his own feet to behold the trenches 
outspread below. Guns on the deck of a monoplane were 
handicapped in firing straight ahead by the propeller at 
the front of the tonneau. 

Another and a fatal defect. was that the monoplane 
could not glide down like a biplane, but had to descend 
with its engines running and refrain from throttling 
them until the wheels of the chassis were a few feet 
from the ground and proceeding level with it. This de- 
manded a specially prepared landing place. In. the 
actual practice of warfare, machines have to land where 
they can—on plowed ground, for instance. The result 
was that it wags difficult for a “Taube” pilot to come to 

carth without smashing his machine or breaking his 
neck. often both. 

‘The Genguans, with thelr usual ability to look facts 
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without hesitation to scrap their entire 
fleet of monoplanes, though they vepre- 
sented a great outlay of muney, and i9 
build in their stead a war aeroplane as 
far strpassing the military air craft of 
the allies as the latter are su: passed vy 
the Germans in warfare on iand.

by the allies virtually comes to a stop. 

_ The perfection of the German “Tritz’’ naturally brings 
up the question of aerial preparedness in the United 


States. We have, of course, no skycraft which can re- — 


motely be compared with it. In fact, experts say that 
the United States Government-has only a few dozen 
planes of. obsolete type, in some of which a fairly pru- 
Cent aviator would decline to risk his neck. And now 
comes Orville Wright, one of the fathers of the aero- 
plane, with the announcement that we have no motors 
in the United States or factories to manufacture them, 
which would be adequate to supply even such aeroplanes 
as we have with the motive power requisité in war. 

“It is especially unfortunate,” said Wright in a re- 
cent interview, ‘‘that America is virtually without means 
of aerial defense. “Even if we were in a position to 
manufacture the aeroplane itself as rapidly as the oc- 
casion might demand, yet we would be handicapped be- 
cause of our failure or inability to provide the motor. 

“There is scarcely a motor which will stand the test 
made anywhere in the United States. This is our magt 
vulnerable point and precipitates an issue which, in my 
judgment, ought to be given immediate and earnest 
consideration. | 

“As ‘long as there is a war in progress in Hurope 
there is danger that the United States will become in- 
volved, and should we become involved now, our great- 
est weakness would prove to be our unpreparedness to 
cope with other nations in aerial operations. 

“The sinking of a submarine recently near Ostend 
by a bomb dropped by an aeroplane is an incident of 
the war that is worthy of our consideration. This was 
the first instance in history in which the two newest 
weapons in warfare have met in a decisive action. As 
is generally known, the aeroplane, though a more re- 
cent invention/than the submarine, gives — of be- 
coming the undersea monster’s most deadly foe.

S€SSER. 


The number of trained aviators in service in the 
United States army and the navy is pitiably small. It 
reguires many weary months to train a military avia- 
tor. Time was when it was thought by army and navy 
men that the civilian‘ aviaters—men who took up flying 
for pleasure or for profit— ould be utilized in time of 
war. Now the military men know this is not so. The 
civilian aviator, they contend, is all right in his way, 
but for military purposes he is useless without train- 
ing. He may be able to operate a machine, but he is not 
able to do the things that make the military aviator 
useful. 


Some time aco a test was made and it was found that 
the civilian aviators could not do the work. The num- 
ber of civilian aviators who would be of use to the 
United States in time of war, it is said, could be count- 
ed upon the fingers of one hand. This, of course, is no 
reflection on the aviators and aeronautical experts in 
civil life. It is merely a condition due to. lack of mili- 
tary training. It is believed that men in civil life 
could be readily trained to the highest point of military 
efficiency, but this would take time. 

Against this Iiscourag’ug lack of trained personnel 
and the lack of material the officers of the army and 
navy who are in the aeronautical service are struggling 
to accomplish results. 


There has been developed an army aviation school at 
San Diego, Cal., which .is believed to be as good as any 
i« the world. Here the officers and men im the aero- 
nautical service are trained. The navy has its school 
at Pensacola, Fila. |

One of the most important projects now under way is 
the construction of buildings for an army aeronautical 
Station at San Antonio, Tex. These buildings will 
probably be ready for occupancy by Dec. 1. Thereafter 
San Antonio will be the headquarters for the first aerial 
squadron of the army which is now at Fort Sil, Ox. 
The army aeroplanes which are now at Fort Sil) will 
fly from thee to San Antonio under their own power, a 
distance of 800 miles. It will be one of the longest aero- 
plane flights ever attempted in this country by military 
machines. 

The United States navy air service now has about 17 
machines. It is hoped to increase this number within 
the next few months, ‘but it is tnown that the total 
number of machines will not be at all impressive, even 
at the end of the present fiscal year, which will be July 
1, 1916. The navy noW has 20 naval air pilots, 10 stu- 
dent naval aviatofS and 150 enlisted men in the aviation 
corps. The officers and men are undergoing daily in- 
struction at the school at Pensacola. 

One of the tas*s that soon will be ta*en up by the 
aeronautical station at Pensacola will be further experi- 
mentation in launching seaplanes from the cruiser 
North Carolina, which has been specially assigned to 
aviation duty. An aeroplane launching device will be 
installed on board the ship and the fullest tests. will be 
conducted, It is expected that assienments of naval 
aviators to the fleet will be announced soon. Two 
Thomas tractors, the first of that type of machine to be 
used by the navy, will seon be delivered at the Pen- 
sacola station and re@ive fi-st tests.

combination of the ultra-violet quartz 

lamp with the ordinary white incan- 

descent electric light, which contains red 
and other rays, resembles in its effects the sun- 
light baths at high altitudes which have pro- 
duced remarkable results in cases of tubercu- 
losis. 

On the mountain tops the sunlight is richer 
in ultra-violet rays than it is on the surface - 
of the earth. The incandescent lamps produce 
a white light like that of the sun, and the 
quartz lamp supplies the deficiency in ultra- 
violet rays found at ordinary levels. On the 
other hand, the electric lights supply the red 
rays without which the ultra-violet rays, alone, 
have been found almost worthless in, instances 
of bone and joint tuberculosis. 

Dr. Hagemann’s “artificial sunlight” has the 
advantages that it may be administered at any 
level, in any climate, on days of rain as well 
as fairness; and that the treatment is in itself 
inexpensive and does not require a costly trip 
to the mountains. 


P HYSICIANS say that Dr. Hagemann’s 
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Dr. Hagemann con- 
vinced himself by ex- 
periment that the 
pigment cells of the 
skin, when stimulated 
by ultra-violet rays, 
transform these into red 
rays; and that to the 
latter alone must be due 
the improvement shown 
in some cases of bone 

- tuberculosis, ~ treated 
with the ultra-violet ray. 


» The official report upon this upheaval in the spec- 
trum comes from Dr. Richard Hagemann, first assis- 
tant of the surgical clinic at Marburg, Germany— 
for in Germany, despite the war, many of her scien- 
tists are continuing with little interruption their 
labors in behalf of.the health of the human race. His 
views were recently expounded, as the Deutsche 
Medieinische Wochenschrift reports; in a paper read 
before the Surgical Society of the Middle Rhine. 

The report tells of Dr. Hagemann’s treatment of 
52 patients, mostly cases of tuberculosis of the bones 
and joints, at the Marburg clinic, by means of a 
combination of the red and ultra- violet rays, with 
results so striking, as far as the treatment has gone, 
that it would seem the red ray is at last about to 
turn the tables on its old overlord in healing. 

The physician begins with a confession that the 

ultra-violet ray is utterly worthless as a treatment 
for ailments lying at any depth below the surface of 
the body, such as tuberculosis of the bones, although 
showing marked results in cases of skin affection. 
_ He tells of treating 31 patfents of various tubercu- 
lar ailments with the Bach-Nagelschmidt quartz 
jJamp, which is richer than any other in ultra-violet 
rays, and the use of which as remedy for baldness 
was described in previous arti@e in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch Magazine. 

“The experiments showed,” says ‘the physician, 
“that external wounds, lupus and other forms of 
tuberculosis of the soft parts were generally favor- 
ably affected and sometimes cured. Local treatment 
with the quartz rays had also at times a noticeable 
effect upon tuberculous glands of the neck, but often 
they .failed to cause improvement. 

“But failure was the -rule in tuberculous processes 
of the bones and joints that lay still deeper. There 
was, however, one unusual exception—that of a man 
65 years old, with tuberculosis of the knee and ankle. 
After 14 treatments given in three months the 
fistulas closed and remained closed. This rapid cure 
of a man 65 years old apparently should be ascribed 
to the rays. The case, however, stands alone. .In 
other cases of tuberculosis of the bones and joints 
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local treatment with the rays was not in any way 
successful.” ; 

This failure piqued the physician’s curiosity, and 
he set about doing a bit of scientific detective work 
to discover its cause. The quartz lamp, he knew, 
emitted ultra-violet rays and nothing else; so he 
must look to the effects of the ultra-violet ray for 
his clews. * 

One of its most striking effects; as he knew, was 
that of causing the skin temporarily to turn darker. 
So he turned his attention to this phenomenon of 
pigmentation, to see what a study of it would yield. 

The coating of pigment cells formed under the skin 
was well known to act as a screen of protection 
against the harmful effects of the rays. But. Dr. 
Hagemann de the startling discovery that the pig- 
ment cells serve also as a transformer, turning the 
short-wave ultra-violet rays into the long-wave rays 
of red and ultra-red, which are called the heat waves. 

It was evident, then, that such beneficial effects 
as occurred in the quartz lamp cure of the 65-year- 
old patient mentioned above, and in the treatment of 
a few cases of tubercular glands, could not be due to 
the ultra-violet rays, which were unable to penetrate 
beyond the pigment cells, but must be ascribed to 
the red rays which did pierce the coloring cells. 

Taking up, in consequence of this discovery, the 
study of the effects of the humbje red ray. Dr. Hage- 


mann convinced himself of the following statements: 


The red, or warm light, rays can penetrate 
far more deeply into the tissues than can the 
ultra-violet rays. 

The red rays develop heat to the depth they 
penetrate, thus causing a stimulation of the 
blood flow. 

The red rays are more powerful slayers of 
bacteria than the ultra-violet rays. 

To test his theories, the physician designed a com- 
bined battery of lights which would yield both ultra- 
violet rays and red rays. He retained the quartz 
lamp. At first he used incandescent electric lights 
with red glass bulbs and carbon filaments. But 
afterwards, reflecting that white light contains the 
red rays, together with the rays of. other colors, he 
substituted a ring of ordinary white electrié lights. 

With this apparatus Dr. Hagemann began the treat- 
ment of 52 cases in his clinic, most of them, as has 
been said, victims of that shriveling malady, tubercu- 
losis of the bones or joints. The early results afte 
stated as follows: 

The first noticeable symptom of improvement— 
one that regularly occurred—was a decided increase 
of the appetite. Children who previously had been 
forced to eat, now themselve® demanded food. 

A good effect upon the sleep was also noted. Pa- 


tients of this kind often have broken sleep, and 
scream at night from pain. But after exposure to 
the rays the sleep is more guiet and refreshing, at 
times for a continuous period. The reason for this, 
in part, is that the pain suffered by the patients dis- 
appears very rapidly. 

The improvement in general health is most clear- 
ly shown by the increase in weight, which is often 
considerable. This gain in weight, Dr. Hagemann 
considers, was due to the effect of the red rays, 
because the increase occurred in patients who had 
previously been subjected to the quartz lamp under 
his care, and to whose treatment nothing was added 
but exposure to the combined ultra-violet and red 
rays. 

“Along with the increase of weight,” continues the 
physician, “the appearance of the patients improves, 
the face has a fresher, entirely different expression, 
the turgor of the tissues returns, a layer of fat is 
formed and the flabby muscles grow firm.” 

“At first,” the report proceeds, “the local symptoms 
proceed gradually. Primarily, the light rays act 
indirectly by increasing the bodily health and im- 
proving the general Vigor. In this particular the 
treatment has precisely the effect as the sunlight 
treatment, advocated by Dr. Rolier (author of a fa- 
mous open-air treatment of tuberculosis). Many 
months are required by Rollier’s method to heal 
fistulas. When the trouble is open diseased areas or 
fistulas the local action Is first an Increased secretion, 
then its diminution, and at last the healing begins. 
Swellings of the extremities and infiltrations of the 
soft parts surrounding the diseased areas decrease, 
the joints once more grow flexible, and old abscesses 
disappear.” 

Dr. Hagemann’s combination 1amp consists of a 
regulation quartz lamp, surrounded by a ring of eight 
50-candle power electric lights. The best distance of 
the lamps from the body is about forty inches. The 
entire body, except the eyes, is exposed; these 
be protected by snow glasses or other means 
the rays of the quartz light. The first exposure 
should not last longer than five minutes; in each suc- 
ceeding exposure the time is increased five minutes, 
until the treatment fs continued for two, three or 
even four hours. The treatment is given either daily 
or every other day, the latter in the case of weak 
patients. The patients generally fall asleep during 
the treatment, and are afterward more refreshed 
than before. 

Several pat , the reports concludes, are usually 
treated at once—eight children or three grown per- 
sons. It is best to cover the entire faces of children.

WAS hit by a

De Palma, going at a 105- 
mije clip, had tried to pass me 
onthe narrow crown of the ~- 
road; but, veteran as he was, he 
swerved and hit me full from 
behind at a speed of 35 miles 
faster than I was going. 
My own car, wonderful te 
tell, was shot right ahead at in- 
creased speed, just as a billiard 
ball is driven when another.

NEW type of machine gun, an improvement on 
the 1904 model of the Maxim gun ‘made’ bY 
. Hiram Maxim Jr. of Hartford, Conn., has been 
adopted by the United States Army and plans 
are already well advanced for its manufacture. 285 
This gun overcomes the difficulties of jamming ‘ex: 
perienced in both the 1904 Maxim and the Benet-Mer¢ier 
machine gun now used by the army, it being possible 
to fire 16,000 rounds without jamming. This has been 
demonstrated by elaborate tests made in Texas. 
new gun has already been adopted by the English army 
and is now being used in the European war. In fact 
several improvements have been suggested as a result 
of its use in the present war and will be incorporated 
in the new model if deémed advisable. 


The new Vickers gun, so named from the partners 
of Mr. Maxim, has its improvements in the feed box, the 
cartridges going into the box on a belt from above in- 
stead of below as in the 1904 model.
